“The practical résult of the b‘ll,” sald 
Senator Thompson, “‘ will be that all further 
acquisitions will. be prevented, leasing colo- 
nies will be exterminated, and at the end of 
the present generation most of the land now 
held by Japanese and Chinese will be owned 
by, citizens.*’ 


Rouses Bitter Political Feeling.
